Chicago, Jlareh 1-i—Passengers arriving here on n train 


that passed through Columbus, New Mexico, shortly after the 
Villa raid on that town, told today of the happenings during and 
immediatelv after the massacre. 


One woman was brought to the train with wounds through 


both legs. Her name was ilrs. .1. J. Moore and her husband's 
body was in the baggage car. To a passenger she told this 
story: 


"We bad a ranch in Mexico, about six miles from Colum- 


bus," she said, "and there my husband

himself pulled the rings oil' my hands. Then they went out and 
left me."
